A native, named Huang, connected with a

accepting these unauthorised receipts, as they 


will not be recogni-ed by the company, 


Tho N.-C. Daily. News says: This portion of 
the Chinése year appears to have been quita 
disastrous to several na ive banks here, especial-- 
ly those owned by Cantonese, as it is reported 


that two of the largest of these have been com- 
pelled to suspend payment, the first with 
liabilities said to amount to over Tls. 1,800,000, 
and the second Tls. 700,000, odd. Another 
Cantonese bank, it is feared, will in conse- 
quence find difficulty-in (iding over.the Chinese 
year, which is now so closely approaching ita- 
end. Besides the above- financial disasters it is. 
stated thit one of the largest ¢ id best-known 
native goldsmith shops in the [nternational 
Settlement isin difficulties owing to its business 
manager having dabbled in excliange in con- 
nection with tea and. silk, whereby he has failed, - 
involving no less a. eum. than, Tis,.- 300,000. 
There are also other failures in theair, which it 
is premature to notice a’ present. — 
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A CHINESE INQUISITION 
SUGGESTED. 


———— 
(Daily Press, 28th January.) 

Professor Jenks, the American commis- 
sioner who recently gave the Chinese some 
much-needed information and advice about 
their currency system, has given a provin- 
cial governor his opinions of the missionary 
question. He regards the matter as one of 
real political importance, ag ‘‘ missionary 
work in China is a source of very much 
trouble,” although “the missionaries do a 
considerable good.” The trouble they oc- 
casion by defending converts, before- the 
Chinese officials, more than seams justifiable, 
by weaekning the allegiance of Chinese 
subjects, and by allowing their church 
organisations to be used by locul families 
and clans to further local quarrels. ‘Thus, 


on evidence obtained during his travels, 


Piofessor Jenks sums up the sources of 
trouble, The first count is probably true, 
ag it is a natural thing to do; and besides, 
were it not for the hope of such champion- 
ship, there would be fewer converts. As 
for the second, theoretically, it is unbeliey- 
able. These converts are surely taught 
the duty of rendering unto C#sar the 
- things that are Casar's, and that. they fail 
to do so is no fault of the missionaries. It 
has been noticed that the spirit of patriotism 
is in the Chimese moribund; and iff we 
consider the facts that they have an alien 
race in dominance over them, artd a system 
of government which fai!s to secure any 
coherence of the interests of its widespread 
rta, we need not wonder at the absence 
of that general loyalty and patriotic fervour 
which is so noticeable in the case of the 
Japanese. Every untamed Chinaman bris- 
tles at sight of a foreigner, but that is not 
patriotism, It is the instinct that works 
in the case of the animal jealous for its 
habitat, the pike for its own particular pool, 
Lhe eagle for its eyrie, the carnivorous brute 
for its own section of jungle. Given a 
certain time of isolation, and a certain sort 
of ignorance, and tbat instinct persists iu 
the human animal. The third indictment 
mentioned by Professor Jenxs is really a 
part of the first. Most Chinese litigation 
appears to be between members of different 
clans, and when the missionary sides with a 
convert, he is sure to find himself embroiled 
in some family jar. Summing up the good 
the migsionaries do, the Professor mentions 
- medicine, education, and religion, in that 
order. The fret is admitted instantly, the 
. second needs qualilying, and the third is 
- certainly the point about which controversy 
could rage. Professor Jenxs handles it 
rather gingerly, as a wise man should. He 
suys: ‘So far as the missionaries in their 
religivuus teaching oppose the doctrines of 
the Chivese religions on the mere ground 
that they ure uon-Christian or that they 
in:erfere with Christian worship, they are, 
in my judgment, mistakeu and should not 
be encouraged in this teaching. Ou the 
other hand, wherever they cau show that 
sou.e of the beliefs or doctrines which have 
crept into the religious creeds of the Chinese 
people tend to encourage superstition or 
lend to oppose progress, and so far as they 
cin show that these characteristics are wrong 
Lecuuse they are unscientific, or do barin to 
the State as is shown by their results, there 
can Le little objection to this criticism” of 
thy Chinese religion any more than there 
would be to similur criticism which might 
Le equally true of some of the ductrines and 
practices taught in the Christian Ch urches.”” 
‘Ihe passage beginning with the words 

© On the other hand” has its importance 
vitiated by the reference to superstition. 
Who, whether they accept the definition that 


‘has come ouf on the subject. 
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all belief in the supernatural is superstition, 
or not, will give to the foreign advocates of 
rival creeds the right to say which of the 
many Chinese beliefs are superstitious, and 
which not? In his commentary on the 
principles of the various religions that are 


being imported into Chiua, the Proressor | encroachments 


hag obviously been led into very unwise 
insinuations agaist the Roman Catholics. 
Implicit obedience to religious teachers as 
a practice is scarcely worse than the 
individual’s obedience to the dictates of 
his own ‘conscience, since there are so 
many unable to distinguish impulses 
and appetites from the voice of 
mysterious attribute referred to. Professor 
JexkKs does not give the_ result of his 
historical studies honestly, or at least care- 
fully, when he credits religion as the sponsor 
of the individual liberty enjoyed in Europe 
and America. The church almost invariably 
sided with the class that would have re- 
stricted liberty, and on many oceasions it 
was its intolerance that made men strike for 
liberty. Of all the tasks sought to bo 
imposel on the unhappy Government of 
China, we can imagine none more Sisyphean 
than this now recommended, that it should 
study the various religious creeds, with a 
view to discriminate ugainst those tending 
to national disunity. China would do better 
to copy Japan's example, an:! by ignoring 
them as political factors, reduce their 
capacity for mischief, They have a recent 
object lesson in the labour demonstrations 
in London and St. Petersburg. A cou- 
temptuous tolerance maintained the peace 
in one case; official interference, in the 


other, led to massacres and revolutions. 


THE ANGLO-JAPANESE 
ALLIANCE, 


———— 
(Daily Press 30th January) 

From time to time suggestions have been 
thrown out of some more extended alliance 
than that at present existing between Great 
Britain and Japan. It is not surprising 
that rumours in this direction should have 
gut about; and from more recent informa: 
tion it would appear that such an idea has 
in some furm been entertained by Japan. 
OF necessity, however, nothing very definite 
Diplomatists 
are not disposed to be too communicative, 
and the subject is one in respect to which a 
prudent reserve is likely to be preserved. 
Probably, however, the utterances which 
have been made, have been in the nature of 
feelers ; and it is likely that, at all events up 
to the present, nothing very precise has 
been contemplated. So far as:Great Britain 
is concerned, she is in the present day for 


‘very good reasons disinclined to general 


alliances. In theory they may appear 
admirable, but in practice, all experience 
shows, they are apt to become embarrassing 
and may fréquently lead to complications 
in very unexpected ways, and often in very 
unexpected directions. It thus happened 
that, when it became known before the out- 
break of the Russo-Japanese war that a 
compact had been arrived at between Great 
Britain and Japan, many far - seeing 
men were gravely apprehensive that a 
serious mistake had been made. Events 
have fully justified the step taken, and have 
proved thst the British Government was 
far better informed as to fhe true 
state of matters than was imagined or 
than it ia generally credited with being 
with respect to foreign affairs, It has, how- 
ever, now been fully demonstrated that the 
atlitude assumed was that best calculated 
to preserve the peace, and that this end 
would have been attained had Russia shown 
herself in any way open to reason. No 


the; establish herself as the dominant Power in

doubt the attitude was practically an endorse- 
ment of Japan’s policy and of the demands 
which she made for checking the encroach- 
ments of Russia in Manchuria and 
Corea. Japan, it is true, was the nation 
most immediately concerned, but Russian 
and her threatening to 
assume the position of the dominant Power in 
the Far East were also a serious menace 
to British, American, and other fureign 
interests. Whether Russia will attain the 
position to which she aspires is an issue yet 
to be decided. ~That her design was first ta 
reduce the influence of Japan, and next to 


respect to that country andChina, there can 
be-no doubt, The idea which seams mainly 
to have actuated her was that she would 
be allowed to pursue this policy if in return 
she consented not to meddle with British 
interests in India. By attacking Japan and 
at the same time adroitly: hinting at trouble 
to Great Britain on the Indian border, she 
hoped to gain the atquiescence of the latter 
country in her Far Eastern policy, and then 
use this vantage ground as might seem best 
—most probably in the direction of making 
further trouble in the direction of India. 
There can be little doubt that a policy very 
much of this kind is that which Russia 
bas still iu view, though it would seem 
unlikely that for muny years to come she 
will have an opportunity of putting it into 
effect in any effectual manner. Still the 
direction of her ambitions has been very 
definitaly shown, and Russia is the most 
persistent of all nations in adhering to a 
given line of policy and watching her op- 
portunities for furthering it. No doubt 
recent events‘have been a sad disappoint- 
ment as well as an unexpected awakening 
to Russia. She underestimated altogether 
what was before her, andat best can only come 


out of a terriblestrugglemuch weakened and | 


crippled. It would, however, be too much 
to hope that the lesson which has been 
taught her will be sufficient necessarily 
to cause her to alter her plans. Pushing 
on in the Far East has become her tradi- 
tional policy, and we may be sure Russia 
will be-slow to abandon itt ~ : 


Under these circumstances her movements 


will always require to be carefully watched, 
and the task of doing this will largely 


devolve in the future, as it has done in the” 


past, on Great Britaiu and Japan. The 
interests of both nations are in common on 
the essential point of preventing any other 
nation having a predominant position in 
Asia. The prestige of Great Britain: in 
India would be gravely aff-cted; and this 


consideration—apart frum possible more 


gerious eventualities—is one which far- ~ 


seeing Statesmen caunot disregard. The 


two nations haging this dominant issue in- 


common are likely to be actuated by a 
common policy; audit is from a recogmi- 
tion of this fact, that the idea of a possible 
defensive-alliance has. originated. That the 


trend of events is in this direction is un- - 


doubted; but the time has hardly come 
for any formal convention further than the 


alliance which 
it likely that a declared alliance of the 
kind suggested would be greatly beneficial. 
Common interest will probably do more 
than could be accomplished by any definite 
engagement; and it is also likely that’ the 
consciousness of the possibility of such a 


‘combination taking place, should the neces- 


sity arise, will form a greater restraming 
influence on Russia than the existence of 
any actual compact to that effect. : 

That there will be a friendly understand- 
ing between the two natiuns to adhere toa 
policy that may secure peace in the Far 
Enst in the future may be taken for grant- 


already exists. Nor is. 
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ed; but it is scarcely likely that Great 
Britain would be disposed to bind herself 
in a fixed‘manner as the champion under 
all circumstances of even so desirable a 
cause. It has to be remembered that Great 
Britain does not stand alone. America is 
deeply interested, and other foreign nations 
have their interests to protect. The best 
hope is that European nations generally 
will recognise that the day is past for any 
attempts at a masterful policy in the Far 
East. The difficulties of pursuing any ag- 
gressive line of action have been shown to 
be far greater than has been imagined, and 
there will in the future be a wise tendency 
to abstain from high-handed aggression which 
may involve altogether unforeseen cost and 


responsibility. There will thus be a con- 
sensus of opinion in the direction of more 


peaceable and consequently more stable 
relatipns; an! the common action of the 
majority of the Powers, through their ia- 
fluence both .in China and Japan, will go far 
towards preserving the peace. There is 


also the consideration which has been well 
brought] forward by a well-informe { corres- 


poncent of tha Times newsprper, that 


matters may settla down after the wur 
through. better relations being established 


between Russia and Japan, at least for a 
long time to come. If this should be tha 


case the cause of opposition to England on 
the part of Russia, namely the fear that 


that country may interfere with her scheme 
of aggression in the.Far East, wou'd be re- 
moved, and thus the necessity of any form 
alliance between England and Japan would 
be removed also. 


A CHINO-JAPANESE ENTENTE? 
—_— 
(Daily Press, 31st January.) 


Thearrivahat some understanding between 
China and Japan, which has been fore- 
shadowed by recent events, and has been 
actually announced in various forms of late, 
is by no means unlikely to become an 
accomplished fact. ‘lhe trend of affairs has 
been eutirely in that direction, and it is the 
interest of both nations that aa agreement 
of some kind should be made for their 
mutual protection aud benefit, The scanty 
nformation that has been forthcoming on the 
subject seems to indicate that Japan at least 


recognises the necessity of coming to definite 
terms with China; and the probabilities are 


that the latter country will find it to her } 


advantage to fall in with the views of 
her neighbour in this respect, It is sur- 
prising that China has during -the convul- 
sions that have arisen been able to maintain 
something like a neutral attitude. At the 
opening of the war it was generally believed, 
or at least generally appreheaded, thatCaina 
would certainly be drawa in on one sile or 
the other. But in a Chinese kind of way 
she has managed to maintain a fairly 
neutral attitude, and has shown greater 
powers of central control than from all that 
is known of her past history could have 
been expected. It was obviously her policy 
to await the outcome of events, and no one 
can blame her for having adopted an oppor- 
tunist policy in the difficult position in 
which the outbreak of the war placed her. 
But recent events are likely to cause her to 
lean towards some sort of alliance, or at 
least common understanding with Japan, 
however little she might formerly have 
been inclined to such a course. Chinese 
statesmen are not 28 a rule very far-sighted , 
but no one can deny that they are always 
clear-sighied, Given actual facts, they 
usually know how to deal with them; and 
recent eveuts must have made it apparent 
to her that Russia is no longer a Power 
upon which she can rely for support against 
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aggression from other nations, while on the 
other hand, the support of Japan is likely te 
be of great value. Under such circumstances. 
it would seem to the interests of both nations 
to make common cause, and to endeavour 
to come to a friendly understanding, not only 
as to Manchuria, but upon other matters 
in respect to which the interests of the two 
nations are at one. 

The most natural way in which this 
might be accomplished would of course be 
by something in the form of treaty; but 
the probabilities are rather in the direction 
of some secret understanding than of a 
formal treaty. The latter would be open 
to objection on the part of some of the 
foreign Powers, or at least would be likely 
to be interfered with by them. Probably 
the main point; to be settled between China 
and Japin will be arranged by treaty, 
while at the same time there is some under- 


standing between them as to common action 
in certain eventualities, This at all events 
is what seems to be foreshadowed by the 
various intimations that there have been 
on the subject, and onthe whole it will pro- 
bably ba the hest thing that can happen in 
the interests of peace and of legitimate 
commerci:l progress in the Far East. 
China vf course could not be very strongly 
relied upon as an ally either of Japan or of 
any other nation. The instincts of Chinese 
statesmen are too opportunist to allow of 
implicit reliance being placed upon their 
acting up to any general’ understanding, 
should circumstances arise in which it may 
appear dangerous or disadvantageous for 
China todo so. But the probabilities all 
lje in the opposite direction ; and the likeli- 
hood is that reasonable common action 
would for many years to come be found 
obviously to the advantage of both nations. 
So far as European nations are concerned, 
this is likely to be to their advantage rather 
than otherwise, as the Japanese have always 


‘been disposed to a more liberal policy in 


trade and other matters towards foreign 
nations than has China. The suggestion’ 
by Japan that Manchuria should be open 
to foreign trade generally is_an instance in 
poiat, Should this be arranged, the co- 
operation of those nations would be secured, 
at least as far as diplomacy is concerned, 
in preserving the state of things that would 
be established in that country under either 
Japanese or joint Japanese and Chinese 
rule; and affairs would thus be upon a securer 
basis politically and a more advantageous 
footing commercially than they could bo if 
the country remained as before always 
likely to be overrun by Russia, whose trading 
policy there as elsewhere would be of a 
purely protective and restrictive character. 
In this as in other matters an advance 
would be made which would be substan- 
tially to the advantage of foreign nations 
generally ; and in other directions, it is 
likely that China would be induced to adopt 
a more liberal policy than she has hitherto 
done. It could be seen that Japan had 
benefited by that course; and that similar 
benefit might be obtained by China in the 
same direction. On the whole, therefore, 
an understanding of the kind indicated 
would tend to the improvement of commer- 
cial re'ations, and would also be in the 
interests of peace, by diminishing the likeli- 
hood of further attempts being made against 
the integrity of China, the preservation of 
which is as essential to Japan as to China 


herself.

THE WAR SETTLEMENTS, 


—_— 
. (Daily Press, 1st February.) ‘ 
Amidst the stirring events which have for 
a long time past absorbed public attention — 
in the East, and indeed throughout the 
world, there is a danger that the cause 
which has led up to them may be over- 
looked, This would be a serious matter 
when the time comes for a re-settlement 
after the conclusion of the war. Those who 
are acquainted with the history of political 
movements in these purts can have little 
difficulty in finding the true cause of the 
troubles that have arisen. That cause-un- 
doubtedly is the inherent weakness of China - 
and her uncertain and itsincere external 
policy. It was this that brought about 
the war between China and Japan, and it 
was this also that gave Russia the oppor 
tunity of filching from Japan the position 
which she had fairly gained by conquest in 
that war; and thus giving cause for the 
war between Japan and Russia. But for 
the inability of China to hold her own in 
Manchuria, and the weakn¢ss with which 
she pérmitted Russia to continue in ocou- 
pation of that country in defiance of repeat: 
ed promises to evacuate it, the war which 
has proved so disastrous would-never have 
broken out. Chita deliberately allowed 
her integrity to be threatened, and with it 


‘the interests and in all probability also the - 


intearity of Japan. The motive which ins 
duced her to take up this unfortunate posi- 
tion was no doubt largely a fear of Russia ; 
and it is but common justice to admit that 
this fear was apparently only too well 
founded. Another motive, however, may 
well have actuated Chinese statesmen. The 
effect of allowing Russian encroachments 
must have been apparent to them: Others 
not better informed and certainly not more 
astute than the Chinese clearly foresaw the - 


treud of events.- Either Russia would have 


tu stop her advances on the representations 

of Japan or there would be war between 

the two countries. In either case Japan 

would be forced to fight China’s battle for . 
her—diplomatically in the one case and by 

force of arms in the other; and this is 

precisely what would commend itself to 

Chinese statesmen, who have ever since we 

have known them shown themselves adepts 

at profiting by pitting one nation against 

another, he burden ahyway was thus 
pushed off their own shoulders and respon- 
sibility evaded for the time being, which is 

generally the chief aim of Chinese officials, 

when difficulties arise. Russia and Japan 

being both from her point of view the rivals 

or opponents of China, nothing could be 
more in accord with the eternal order of 
things than to set those two nations the one 

azainst the other and see what came of it. 

The outcome, however, as is usually the case 

in rogard to far reaching diplomacy, has 

been “ the only thing certain ’— “the un- 

expected ”—and, in. this case, certainly the 

very unexpected. 

That Japan might make some kind of 
show aguinst Russia, sufficient at all 
events tu weaken the latter and to make 
her less disposed than before to pursue her 
policy of aggression, might be reasonably - 
looked for; but that Japan should have © 
shown herself able to repel the formidable 
‘“ Qolossus of the North” both by sea and 
land, and to steadily gain position after 
position that seemed impregnable, was very 
much more than either China or any other 
nation considered within the bounds of the 
probable or even the possible. It is, how- 
ever, this state of affuira which will have to ~ 
be dealt with diplomatically at- the close of 
the war; and it is of essential importance . 
what attitude China will take up with 
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regard to it. Her own instincts would be 
‘to revert to her old policy of eae by 
others’ quarrels; and, after ‘allowing the 
Japanese to do what she herself ought to 
have done, iu checking Russian encroach- 
ment, to claim her old sovereignty over 
Manchuria and to endeavour to get it back 
both from Russia and Japan. If she 
succeeded in this policy the present war 
would be as useless as was the war 
hetween China and Japan. The. old- 
standing. cnuse of the difficulties would be 
unremoved, China would be as weak and 
ns wnrelinble as ever, and Manchuria would 
atill remain open to invasion ; China herself, 
to threats of invasion, and Japan to the 
serious menace to her independence, to re- 
move which (when no other means were 
possible) she went to war. 

It may be anticipated that other foreign 
nations will have something to say in this 
respect; and their views as a whole will 
largely influence the policy of China. There 
can be very little doubt that the interests of 
foreign uations generally, so far a8 the 
furtherance of commerce nnd the mainten- 
ance of pence in the Far East are concerned, 
lie in the same direction as those of Japan. 
{t is not to their interest, speaking goneral- 
ly, that any one of them should make definite 
conquests in China, and it may be hoped 
that the lesson taught by the war with 
Jupan may cause those who may be disposed 
to a policy of aggression to pause und count 
the cost. The true policy of foreign nations 
is to exert their whole influence at Peking 
(and if they would only loyally combine, 
that influence would be very great) towards 
inducing the Chinese to arrive at an under- 
standing with Japan in the first instance, 
and indirectly with them, such as will pre- 
serve the integrity of Manchuria and with 
it that of China herself. If China insisted 
upon Japan leaving Manchuria altogether, 


in the hope that the Jeslouey between Japan 
” 


and Ruesig would enable her to re-nssort 
her dominion over that territory, and should 
she be able to induce foreign nations to 
ngsist her in that, course, tho old troubles 
would be certain to arise again, It is quite 
true that Japan has no more right than 
Rusaia iu Manchuria, nor, apparently, does 
she wish to establish. her domination there ; 
but she does want some security that the 
country will not again be left open to be 
seized by Russia ; aud in this no one cun 
deny tuat the intereats of all other nations 
(und the interesta of Russia herself, if she 
rightly understood them) are at one with 
those of Jupan. 


HONGKONG CHARITY.

We would commend to our readers, and 
particularly to those who may attend the 
forthcoming meeting of the Benevolent 
Society, tie scheme of His Excellency the 
Governor tyf the relief of destitute aud 
dese: ving sailere-ii this Colony, ‘The atti- 
tude we have felt obliged to take with 
legard to the fovlish sentiment fur and 
thoughtless encouragement of the beac.s- 
vomber as a type deos not debar us fro 
aympathising with genuine need, und in 
the scheme unfolded in our correspondence 
column yesterday we perceive possibilities 
of snsuring that local philantnropy may 
reich the maximum of merit with a mini- 
inuin of waste, Our comments on the 
beachcomber nuisauce have been misunder- 
atoud in one quarter, whence the suggestion 
cmes ‘that they tended to benuinb and 
garalyse “the most kindly and noble im- 
pulses of our tellow colonists. There is 
no need to call such kindly impulses 


“noble.” They are uatural, and being 80, 
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do not run much danger of paralysis. 
What is needed, and this was our chief 
ubject, is to see that their gratification 
follows fair and proper channels, doing goud 
by encournging the deserving to make a 
good fight ngninst adversity, and doing no 
harm to the community at large by en- 
couraging worthless and even dang:rous 
characters. The objection that much of 
the money subscribed to charity organisa- 
tions filters away in administrative charges 
is trite, and not in all cases true. Although 
correct in many instances, it does not apply to 
the present scheme, as no part of the sums 
guaranteed in the manner suggested by Sir 
Marrnew Natuan could beapplied to the ex- 
penditure of the Benevolent Society. Indeed, 
the Society will certainly earn its title by 
undertaking the duty of “ getting people 
to become guarantors” of monies which it 


must hand over intact, in specified sums, | 


to another institution. The end which both 
institutions have in view is undoubtedly the 
ging, and if it be correct, as H1s EXCELLENCY 
thinks, that the Benevolent Society has 
better opportunities of eliciting support 
than the Sailors’ Home, it would indeed be 
a gracious uct on the part of the former thus 
to lift up the hands of the latter. One 
of our correspondents to-day makes the 
somewhat startling suggestion that sixty 
dollars is too high a sum to charge for the 
subsistence of an out-of-work sailor during 
each month of waiting. As he backs up 
his assertion by figures, the accuracy or 
otherwise of which we have not yet had 
fimo to investigate, we hope the point he 
raises will be the subject of serious discus- 
sion when the scheme comes under con- 
sideration. In reply toa query addressed 
to him, he said that to the best of his know- 
ledge and belief, the Sailors’ Home is not 
handicapped by a heavy renta!, so that, 
judging superficially, sixty dollars does ap- 
pear an excessive charge to make, especially 
in view of the fact that many of the hotels 
and boarding houses, conducted solely for 
profit, charge only $80, while offering in 
return a cuisine which no recipient of 
charity, however honest and deserving be 
may be, has the right to expect. Isither 
there is some legitimate expenditure which 
our correspondent lias fniled to take into 
account, or the Sailors’ Home is one of the 
institutions, alreidy referred to, which 
fritters away in administrative extravagnuce 
monies that: should be devoted almost wholly 
to the real purposes of its foundation. In- 
forination on these and other points should 
be promptly offered to the public, for which 
purpose we will spare as much of our space 
8 ig passible, The suggestion of our other 
correspondent that the House of Detention 
is a semi-prison needs, we feel sure, 
to he greatly qualified; but this point 
we muat reserva for later comment. Re- 
turning ta the scheme of the GovERNoR, 
we are inclined to favour it, not be- 
cause itis the idea of a man in high 
jdace, hut because we are convinced of 
the ability of the Suilors’ Home managers 
ta distinguish deserving cases, because we 
feo) strongly that such discrimination is 
imperatively necessary, and bevause we 
have often been told that the authorities of 
the Sailors’ Home have been unable to doall 
that they wishet in numerous cass. The 
idea of those who think it better to bastow 
eleemosynary doles upon several unde- 
serving ones rathor than to miss helping 
ove deserving, is kind, but impolitic, for 
rousous that should now -be sufficicatly 
obvious, without further elaboration here. 
Those who persist in giving x dollar here 


and a dollar there, instead of enquiring 


into and supporting some such scheme us 
the one suggested, lay themselves open to a

charge of indifferenee ns culpable or more 
so than that of the curmudgeon who never 
gives at all, Far from sharing a “ noble 
impulee,” they are ignobly gratifying o 
natural one in. an ignobly lazy | manner, 
throwing alms to the beggar because it is 
less trouble than to refuse, und much less 
trouble than to write n note to those who 
make it their business to see that charity is 
judiciously exercised. No one will deuy 
that an order for food is a more sensible 
gift than w coin that may be, and too often 
is, spent on something needed less ; but one 
involves, trouble,. snd the other doesn’t. 
Such indolent benevolence blesses neither 
him that takes nor him that gives, and is a 
positive injustice to those who give more 


wisely, and to the place to which bad char- 
acters are thereby attracted.

RUSSIAN REVOLUTIONS. 


——_—_o__—_—"" 
(Daily Press, 3rd February.) 
The revolution in Russia is by no means 
n brand-new agitation. We have been 


lately told, by Russians, that it is the 
work of the Russian duplicate of our Little ~ 


En land party, that it has its beginning in 
the current war, that it ig being carried 
out by worthless characters, in the pay of 
Russia’s enemies, and soon, The Church, 
as in duty it feels bound, is on the side of 
constituted authority. In the absence of 
trustworthy information to the contrary, 
we assumed Farner Gapon to be an en- 
thusiastic young fool, n visionary, with 
impossible dreauis of a Russian millennium. 
The Holy Synod calls him “a criminal 
priest,” whatever that may mean ; but his 
conduct in espousing such a dangerous cause 
should be taken os evidence at least of 
sincerity. ‘The Holy Synod also takes up 
the tale of the “civil war” being inspired 
by enemies without, to handicap Russia 
in her atruggle with Japan; and assures 
tho Russian strikers that they are disubey- 
ing “God’s commands” as well as the 
Ennperor’s. 
Russo-Japanese war and Russia’s internal 
colic can be made apparent only in the 
theory that the persecuted mice have 
discovered that tlie best time to play is 
when the cat is busy elsewhere. Other- 
wise, the desire to play is an old standing 
one, and the outside enemies of Russia have 


nothing to do with the present outbreak. - 


Japun will regret it rather than rejoice at 
it, for in affording Russia such an excellent 
excuse for failure in Manchuria, it tends to 


minimise the triumph of the Japanese © 


forevs. So long ago as 1857, and, for all 
wo know, long before that—but certainly in 
1857, an agitation for a Russian constitu- 
tion was recorded, It arose in consequence 
of the attempt of Auexanper II. to eman- 
cipute the serfs; and curiously enough, as 
in the case of our own Magna Charta, the 
tirst move came from the nobles. In ex- 
change for the surrender of their foudal 
rights, the nobles demanded a constitution. 
Shortly afterwards, there was & proposal 
that the nation at large should be allowed 
to declare its will by means of elected re- 
presentatives, but ALEXANDER II. eonsider- 
ad that the embryo Parliament would be 
unwieldy in point of numbers and pro-' 
for lack of experience in 
public business. Debates would generate, 
it was thought, 
be altogether insupportable, so & compro- 
mise was effected in the election of forty- 
six provincial committees consisting - of 
land-owners. ‘These committees were en- 
trusted with the discussion of the emnci- 
pation scheme, and the preparation of 
reports for a “ Formulating Commission.” 
It was four years later that Avexanper II.

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gave utterance to the famous aphorism that 
‘‘ Liberation without land has always ended 
in on increase of the proprietor’s arbitrar 
wer.” He had in mind the effect in ek 
instances as that of Naro._eon's emaucipa- 
tion of the peasants in Poland, and of our 
own experiment in freeing the American 
negroes. For “proprietor” read “ capita- 
list,” and the Emprror’s saying hits off with 
some justice the status of our own teeming 
masses af Home, before Trades Unions 
grew and multiplied go as tu adjust the 
balance of tyranny, and even to sway it 
somewhat to the other extreme. As we 
have briefly indicated in a previous article, 
ALEXANDER’s well-laid scheme went wrong, 
owing to the success of the conservatives on 
the Commisgion, who managed to curtail the 
allotments while increasing the valuations 
by which they were to be gradually re- 
deemed. The Imperial scheme had been 
hailed with such a flourish of trumpets : the 
Press, upon which the embargo had been 
‘temporarily relaxed, ranted in Utopian 
strains of political freedom and general 
prosperity: and when the expected eli 
turned out to be an inch, the seeds of the 
present agitation were undoubtedly planted 
in by no means stouy ground. The tem- 
perament of the Slav is volstile, impression- 
able, prone to sentiments and ideals, like 
the French. There was a general uprising 
in May, 1861, and riotous demonstrations 
by University students in October of the 
same year. “Land and Liberty ’’ was the 
title of a, revolutionary journal widely 
circulated in secret. In June 1862 there 
was another big uprisal, on exactly similar 
lines to the present one, and in the same 
a Then as now the troops indulged in 
icensed butchery. In 1863, the year of the 
Polish rebellion, Mugzaviev’s severity in 
Lithuania shocked the world, whole towns 
being given up ‘o fire and pillage by. 
Imperial troops. Ever since, the trouble 
has been an almost unnual recurrence, It 


is a shock to be told to-day by Reurer that 
six thousand Parisians have met to denounce 


the events taking place in Russia, seeing 
that it was French philosophers who gave 
birth to nihilism in the cighteenth century ; 
and the temporary success of the Paris 
Commune in 1871 that fanned it into fiercer 
flame in Russia. Nihilism killed itself by 
its own violent excesses, but revolution 
remained in the air, When the preseut 
Tsak received his first deputation in January 
1895, the party that had come to do homage 
hinted that the zemstv.s was only the germ 
of representative institutions. His reference 
to the teaching of his English tutor, Heara, 
that “a man’s happiness may be measured 
by the amount of happiness which he con- 
fers on others,” perhaps encouraged them. 
They were told then, what we have been 
told lately, thut the principle of autocracy 
is to be maintained. Whether it should or 
should not be maintained is a question with 
which we are not immediately concerned. 
Whether it can be maintained is another. 
The Russian Government ig not fighting a 
dissatisfied political clique; it is. fighting 
the modern weltgeist, the universal array of 
ideals which are more terrible politically 
than an army with banners. The Russian 
protestant has always been bullied or cajol-d 
into quiescence in the past. It is merely a 
question how much longer he will be in 
making up his mind what he wants, with 
sufficient clearness to cause the struggle to 


be less spasmodic and more determined.

There is a big lot of misinformation to be 
acquired in Hongkong, which is easily 
obtained by those who are sufficiently con- 
fiding, and ask plenty of questions. We 
have recently had the benefit of a share of 


it, 1a connection with our desire to know 


more about the Sailors’ Home. We have 
been told that it is a mismanaged charity, 
a well-managed charity, and that it is not a 
charity at all, but a self supporting institu- 
tion. But for one or two scraps of evidence 
which have reached us from trustworthy 
sources, we should now be worried by 
doubts of the existence of any. such institu- 
tion at all. But there it is, and our latest 
information is to the effect that it is likely 
to continue, irrespective altogether of the 
scheme of the GovrEnor, for the objects of 
ity care have to bear the cost, and its sur- 
plus for helping those who cannot do so is 
carefully hoarded. Hrs ExceELLEency’s 
scheme, of which we ,;approved, doves not 
in any way affect the constitution of the 


Home, and it appears that its critics cannot 
have regarded 1t in the only way in which 


we thought it could be regarded, namely, a 
scheme for preventing “deserving cases of 
destitution” from being turned away in 
consequence of their inability to deposit the 
necessary sum. We do not agree with Hrs 
ExceLLEncy that such deserving cases are 
likely to be “many,” and as o matter of 
opinion, we usually suspect that a destitute 
person ig so hy his own fault. Still, the 
possibility of real deserts beug overlooked 
was one for which, we were prepared to 
share the “‘ noble impulses”’ of the senti- 
mentalists, and in -the Governor's 
scheme we saw only a method of 
allowing the Sailors’ Home to go a 
little beyond its present province, and 
to help, where it might wish to help, 
those unable to help themselves. A 


.“ barbaric yawp” in one of our evening 


contemporaries accuses us of encouraging 
shiftless heachcombers, in the very article 
in which we tried t» emphasise the value of 
the scheme on the ground that by filtering 
its charity through two iustitutious, it was 
less likely to let it go to undeserving cases. 
The Governor's scheme is expressly con- 
ditional—* should the case be a meritorious 
one, &.” To-a destitute European, even 
$1.15 aday is too high a payment. If he 
be an honest man, a deserving case, an‘! not 
a professional wastrel and idler, the fund 
provided by those who approve Sir Marraew 
Narxan’s scheme will sive him from haviug 
to associate with the all sorts and conditions 
for whom the House of Detention is pro- 
vided. There would not be heavy demands 
on the fund, because the Sailors’ Home 
would continue charging. those who have 
money, while it would only allow destitutes 
to go on the fund after searching enquiry. 
That is how the scheme appears to us, and 
we see no chance of its encouraging beach- 
combers. If it did, we should denounce it 
us strenuously as we could, for all the 
beachcombers in Hongkong who degerve it 
have not been banged yet. Really, thero ara 
no details of the ssheme that need disdussion, 
The scheme is barely a sclteme —it is a 
request that yn Institution which is sup- 
posed to lave the ear of the philanthropic 
public should do a little extra begging.

rt and accounts for the year 1904, which have 
fos in your possession for some days, and which 
with your permission I will take as read, you will 
havo learned that to pay the same dividend that 
you have for some time received, it has, to the 
regret of our directors, again been necessary to 
withdraw from the equalization of dividend 
fund the sum of $250,000. This fund now 
stands in the balance sheet at $250,000, the 
same amount as: in the year 1901, when you 
authorised the transfer from earnings of a sum 
of $500,000, with a view to maintaining a 
steady dividend. It is the opinion of your 
directors that for the fulure dividends should 
be in accordance with the. net earnings of the 
year, and that this account should not be 
encroached upon to any great extent in 
ene year, and I trust this recommendation 
may meet with your approval. Turning 
to the accounts, I desire to draw your 
attention to our two chief sources of 
income and compare them for the past three 
years. Under the head of interest the net 
earnings in 1902 were $156,607.93; in J9 3, 
$98,765.89; and in 1904, $53,400.92. This 
regular falling off is brought about by the 
withdrawal of funds invested on mortgage 
and now used in the development of the Com- 
pany’s properties, the more important of 


which are only beginning to yield revenue, and 


as time goes on interest account will practically 
disappear from the balance sheet. Formerly 
we invested in mortgage our surplus capital, 
' and later re-invested money which we had been 
enabled to borrow at a lower rate of interest 
tham our mortgage rate; so now, instead of 
reaping the benefit, of interest coming in from 
the mortgage, we have for a time had the money 
invested in property temporarily unproductive. 
The cost of development of the large European 
hongs on the Reclamation between Blake Pier 
and Queen’s Buildings amounts to $1,413,182.48. 
The property consists of five blocks of 
buildings, one of which was only completed last 
June, another last November, whilst the other 
three will not yield us any revenue until next 
_ July. The comparative statement of rents for 
the same three years is as follows:—1902, 
$217,103.86; 1903 $250,026.66; 1904, $273,909.37. 
In relation to this last sum, the rent account 
for the current year we trust will show a marked 
improvement, not only on aecount of the revenue 
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from the newly developed properties, a great 
many of which we have already agreed to lease, 
but we also have hopes of being able to find 
tenants for the large number of vacancies we 
have in our Chinese properties. These vacancies 
represent approximately an unearned rental of 
$70,000 to $80,000, and it is dificult to revoncile 
this deficiency with the Government com- 
plaint of overcrowding in certain districts. 
On the other side of the account there is 
nothing calling for special comment, the small 
increase in charges and fire insurance premia 
being about equalised by the saving in repairs. 
The existing stringency in our local money 
market does not lead your directors to 
anticipate in the immediate future any ex- 
tensive operations in property, but with the 
increased receipts already referred to, they 
have hopes that the earnings of the company | 
for the current yer will prove satisfactory. 
Before formally proposing the adoption of th 
report and accounts, [ shall be pleased to answer 
any questions in connection with them that any 
shareholder may wish to ask. 

Mr. Geore—Am I correct in surmising that 
the interest ou all these properties has been paid 
out of the working capital, or are they paid ont 
of the original running capital which has been 
written up? 

The CHAIRMAN—The properties you have 
asked about stand in‘ our books at the original 
cost, If there are no other questions I beg to 
prope that the report and accounts as presented 

adopted. 

Mr. ORANGE—In seconding JI should like to 
say that a few years ago the Company had a 
very good year. {twas then a great foresight 
on the part of the Board to reserve a fund on 
account of the reclamation blocks on the Praya, for 
itis clear that a good many years must elapse 
before they are capable of earning anything. 
We must congratulate the Board. The increase 
of rentals mus‘ strengthen us. I must say, 
though, regarding the diminution of mortgage, 
that this Company should be able to demand a 
good deal of money in this way. When one 
considers the Company is constantly dealing 
in land, and is in close touch with landed 
properties and others, it should know where to 
invest money at splendid security. I am sorry 
to say there does not seem any inclination on the

PERTINENT COMPARISONS. 


The closing exercises and prize distribution 
in connection with this college took place at 


No. 66, Queen’s Road, (Central, on the 28th 


January, when there was a large attendance of 
Chinese. The programme was long and varied, 
including humorous recitations, addresses and 
debates, which helped to pass away a pleasant 
evening, 

At ita conclusion Mr. W.N. Fora, M.A, 
President of the College, read the first annual 
report, which stated :— 

One of the reasons why China is so far behind 
‘Western nation: in progress is hecause she still 
clings to the antiquated methods of her fore- 
fathers in all lines of industry. Tho founders 
of the Li Shin College realizes that the only 
way to raise China from her presen’ low in- 
dustrial condition is to educate her sons in 
modern science and industry, training them to 
use their hands as well as their brains Our 
aim is to fit our students to be Captains of 
Industry, to make them capab'oe of directing 
manufacture, and through them to train and 
uplift the masses. One of the most pitiful 
sights in the Orient is the vast expenditur: of 
energy with so meagre a result. The ( hinese 
have strength, endurance aud willingness to 
work. What they lack is method. That is 
what this College aims to supply. We are 
desirous that our gradua‘es should not ovly ba 
able to use foreizn machinery mechanically. but 
that they should understand the physical princi- 
pl-s that underly the constructiou of machinery 
so that tLey may be able to set up machinery 
and repair it, as well as to operate. We hope 
to train independent workers and not more 
“hands” to be always under the direction of 
foreigners. : 

Our alm is not t) tar. out classical scholars, 
but to fit men for act.al work in life. What- 
ever doubts may exist in the minds of others 
as to what Lane of work should be taught in 
their tive schools in Hongkong,.we are 
happy to say that oor pata lies clear-cut 
befo' us, and that we believe, 
President Jordan of Stanford Univer- 
-sity, that the world stands sside and makes

way for the man who knows whither he 
is going. Of course, w4 realize the nec-ssity 
of a broad foundation. We appreciate the 
value of history and geography as well as of 
Erglish and mathematics to the industrial as 
well as to the lierary student, and bitter, 
indeed, was our disappoin‘ ment, when we came ' 
to this Colony, to find that not ove of the 
many students who applied for admission to our 
College was able to paxs a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the subjecte which have so long been. 
taught here. During the ¢ year, our work 
in the English department has been largel 
preparatory. ‘his is not, however, the wor 
we came to do, and we intend to quit it as soon 
as our own atid other schools shall have students 
prepared for College work proper. 

In our Chinese department, we found better 
material. Chinese scho'ars came to us from 
many districts and we were able at once to open 
scientific classses in the Chinese language. 
We find, however, that when we depend entire- 
ly upon Chinese tr nslatiens for scientific work, 
we soon come to the end of our rope, and that 


itis only the English-speaking ayoden ie tee 


are able to go higher: During the second 
semester, we were able to open our labe- | 


ratory in elementary chemistry, three of 
the English-speaking students having passed 
the required examinations. If any of you 
wish to see our students at their best. we 
recommend that you visit them in their labora- 
tories and see them handling apparatas. per- 
forming experiments and calculating results. 
Ours is not a College of Letters, and we cannot 
be expected to show our best work along the lines 
of speeches, recitations and debates. We have 
r ason. however, to believe that our English 
composition work will compare favourably with 
that of any school in Hongkong, for one of our 
students recently carried off the honours in & 
competition open to all schools in Hongkong 
for the best essay, written entirely by the 
student himself in English, on Chinese New 
Year Customs. The essay will appear in the 
next issue of the ‘South China Collegian.” 
However, we do not intend to study Shakespeare 
or to specislize in English. We have good 
equipment slready on hand for physical and 
assaying laboratories, but as yet we have no 
students ready for these lines of work. 

-The object of many of the schools in Hong. | 
kong seems to be solely to fit Chinese for service 
as clerks and compradores. I recently read an 
article by one of the prominent educators of | 
Hongkong in which he said that he believed 
that Chines: should be taught just enough 
chemistry and physics to enable them to serve 
as translators and assistants for foreigners. 
This is not our object. We purpose to make 
these Chinese youths as capable of doing 
independent work as are the graduates of our 
creat American Universities. We shall teach 
trigonometry. calculus, civil ‘engineering and 
mechanic:l drawing as soon as students are 
prepared, Our Professor in this department 
is expected to arrive here from the United 
St-tes in March. We aim to turn out masters 
and not tools. We realize that the aim is bold 
and that the path is long, being bestrewn with 
shards and thorns, but from the work accom- 
plished in one short year, we feel confident of 
ultimate succesa. It is our purpose in the near 
fu'nre to estsblish shops for metal and woo- 
working, timilar to those already established by 
the School of Arts and Trades in Mani!a. 

Vaving thus stated our object at length. I 
will review the work of the past year but 
beiefly. In common with most of the schools in 
the Colony, cur chief difficulty has been along 


the line of attendance. Over seventy students 
were enrolled. but whan ex mination time 


came, {he number had dwindled to thirty-five. 
Rome +f the absences were nnovoid-b's, but. the 
majority were for insufficient reason Next 
yer, our rules with rezard to absences will be 
much more rigid. We shall have a physician ~ 
examine ‘hose who claim to be ill, and none 
will be excused on that score without his certifi- 
cate. Those wo absent themselves for trifling 
canses will not be readmit'ed. ‘ 
The discipline has been an easy matter, the 
doportrent of the majority of the students has 
been xplendil. Two have been expelled. one 


for dishonesty and one for the use of profane 
language; three others were caught smoking, 


but were allowed to remain upon promising 


that they would not repeat the offence. 
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The marks rm in nga ne, 
were yery satis factory, the average in the 
two upper classes being 87 per cont. ‘This was 
partly due, however, to the fact that the lasy 
students stayed away and only the best remained 
to undergo the ordeal. , 

Our college has suffered much during the : 
ah year from crowded class-rooms and lack of 

ormitory accommodation, During the coming 
year, we shall hold our classes in building 
and rent a house in the. nelghhourkood to be 
used as s dormitory for studen' coming - from 
8 distance. This arrangement, however, is only 
temporary, and it is our hope that by the en 
of another year we shall have secured a place 
in the suburbs where we may have room. for 
class work, laboratories, shops and dormitory 
as well as for physical drill and athletics.

Deak Mrs, May,—I willingly accede to your 
reque t that I should expand my su; ion that_- 
the Benevolent Society should render assistance 
in the difficult matter of dealing with cases of 
destitute seamen in the Colony, who “have 
become destitute through no fault of their own. 

As you are probably aware, it is now necessary 
before any destitute who-is a seaman ca gain * 
admittance to the Sailors’ Home that he should 
deposit $60 a8 a guarantee for the cost of his 
maintenance, and owing to this rule, which is 
necessary if the Home is to keep its present 
satisfactory status of a self-supporting institu- 
tion, many deserving cases of destitution are 


‘precluded from entering the Home and sre 


preforce driven to the House of Detention. 

I have, however, recently arranged that before 
any destitute is arrested by the Police and sent 
to the House of Detention as a vagrant he shall 
be sent to the Sailors’ Home and have his case 
investigated hy the Superintendent and Chap- 
lain with a -view to ascertaining whether tlie 


man is a seaman and worthy of assistance. 
Should the case be a meritorious one I suggest 


that the Benevolent Society should gusrantee

Sin,—After reading the scheme suggested 
by H.E. the Governor for the relief of destitute 
European and American seamen, it occurs to 
me that it would be helpful in the discussion of 
the scheme if the Superintendent of the Sailors’ 
Home or the Hon. Secretary of the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society would, if possible; furnish 
answers (approximate if not exact) to the 
following questions :— 

(1) What was the average daily number of 
destitute Euro and Americans in the 
Colony throughout the year 1904? 

(2) How many such persons are uow in the 
Colony ? 

(3) What is the proportion of deserving cases 
among them ? . 

(4) How many of these are accommodated in 
the Sailors’ Home ? 

(5) How many of the men who in the course 
of last year deposited $60 to enter the Sailors’ 
Home were able to leave that Instita'ion before 
that sim was entirely exhausted ? 

(6) 1f any, how many were turned out of the 
failors’ Home last year because the amount of 


their deposit had been entirely mortgaged ? 
(7) What became of them then ? 


Finally I svould like to put to the public 
-generally this question: Why should not.the 
funds nec ssary to cover all deserving cases be 
obtained from the surplus revenu: of the 
‘olony? Every deserving case could then 
be guaranteed by the Government, but it 
niay not be possible to do that under th: 
syste-n of voluntary guarantees. At present 
we sipport out of the public funds the deserving 
and the undeserving alike in the Hoase of 
Detention. I venture to submit for consid-ra 
tion the sug-estion that the deserving cases 
should be assisted by the Government at the 
Sailors) Home instead of in the prison-like 
House of Detent.on.

The 
council denied their responsibility, and con- 
seqnently were sammoned by Mr. Biddell for 
failing to falfil their obligations under section 
42 of the Public Health Act, 1875.—The 
council’s representativs contended that that 
authority c-uld piss a resolution to the effect 
thut they would not collect any refuse at all.— 
In imp sing a nominal fine of 5s, the chairman 
of the Bench (Wr. John Ashby) said the 
magistrates cousidered the council’s request 
reasonable and proper, but the council baving 
und-rtaken to collect house refuse, must do 
so, and if @ hous»holder refused to place 
the dust receptacls in front of his hous» then 
the council must go tothe back audfetoh it —

of the superintendent and the natal of the 
Luilding (or interest on capilal invested.i€ no 
“house rent ” is paid), his figures prove 10 me 
that $35.65 is not an extortionate charge for the 
accommodation, but an extremely moderate one. 

The demand for a deposit of $60 when a man 
enters the institution suggests to my mind that 
the authorities calonlate that when a man gets 
stranded here he will ‘be very fortunate if he 
finds another berth within a couple of months, 
That I take to be the teaching of experience. 
His Excellency app:rently is under the impres- 
sion that the average stay at the Home is from

ALLEGED MURD£R AND 
ARMED ROBBERY. 


atone Sets 2h Ba 

At the Police Court on Jan. 28th, Leung 
Tak, alias Ta Fa Men, was arraigned before 
Mr. Gompertz on charges of committing 
murder and armed robbery within the jurisdic- 
tion of China. Mr. H. &. Pollock, K.C., in- 
structed by Chief Detective-Inspector Hanson, 
applied for the extradition of the prisoner on 
behalf of the-Chinese Government. Mr. John 
Hastings defended the prisoner. 


The robbery and murder are alleged to have

been committed in Pik Kong village, Shin Tak / 


district, Kwong Tung Province, in the Empire 
of China. ; 

Soo Tsak Man. the first witness, stated :— 
Ths robbery .was committed in my family 
dwelling house, Pik Kong village, on the- night 
of the 2nd October, 1904. A number of arméd 
robbers broke into my house, and prisoner. was 
one of them. Onrthe night in question I was 
sleeping in my room with my wife and two small 
sons, my brother and his wife being in’ another 


About 11 o'clock I’ was awakened by a noise 
in the street, and the subsequént breaking in 
of the door. As this was smashed in I arose 
to sea what was the matter. A number of 
robliers came in armed with knives and 
swords. Tho pri-oner held a six chambered 
r-volver, and demanded my keys and valu- 
ables. As I refn-ed, the robbers ransacked 
my place, securing $300 worth ‘of jewel- 
lery. $340 in cash, -aml $120 worth 


and f heard my brother and his wife weeping. 
I went in afterwards, but the robb-rs had 
gone. Inano‘her room I foahd my maidservant 
lying dead, with a gunshot wound in the back. 
Tt heard a number of shots fired that night, aud 
on the 4th instant, when I searched the room, 
fonnd two bullets on the floor. My other 
servant became ill and died after the robbery. 
I recognise prisoner because he was the man 
who hit me over the shin with a revolver. I 


identified him from among a number of men at 
the Police Station. 


Crosz-examined by Mr. Hastings: On the 


night of the robbery there were no other pers ns 
in the house than those mentioned. My family 
have lived for several g nerations in Pik Kong. 


1 was born there, I heard the authorities at 
my village had offered $1,000 for the capture of 
the robbers. I do not know whether they 
offered $3.00. I saw the pri-ouer in the 
market ‘place of the village at s distance 


of ; 
clothing. They then entered another room, ' 


ae 
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of from 80 to 100 feat. I am not blind 
in ons eye. On the night of the robbery I 
went to bed at nine o'clock. When disturbed, 
T sat up in bed inside a mosquito curtain. The 
street door was first banged, and immediately 
afterwards I heard shots. The door was 
banged in and a lot of people entered. I 
was afraid, and hid myself at the end 
of the bed. My wife was also frightened 
and covered her head with ths quilt. Two 
of the robbers came up to me and bore 
me to the ground. There were eight or 
ten men altogether, but I could not clearly see 


who had revolvers. There was a great noise 
and confusion. I told them I had no money, 


and one of them struck me on the leg because 
I refused to say where it was. (Witness showed 
the Court a big scar on his shin.) The wound 
took about four months to heal. While the 
firing continued, none of the neighbours came 
into my place. They were all afraid. There is 
one military official in the village. I do not know 
whether he has come to Hongkong. I went 
and reported the matter to the village elders 
firat thing on the day after the occurrence, I 
‘then took e petition, drawn up by the elders, to 
the Sun Tak Magistrate. He cam» to my house. 
While he was there aconstable found two bullets. 
I did not search for them before because I was 
not at leisure. 

The hearing of this case, in which Leung 
Tak, alias Ta Fa Min, was charged with murder 
and armed robbery within the jurisdiction of 
China, was continued before Mr. H. H. J. 
Gompertz at the Police Court on the Ist 
inst. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., instructed by 
Mr, BR. A. Harding, applied on behalf of the 
Chinese Government for the extradition of the 
prisoner. Mr. John Hastings appeared for the 
defence. 

Su Chuk Man was further cross-examined by 
Mr. Hastings :—-The body of the maidservant 
who was killed'on the 2nd October was buried 
on the 4th October on a hill near Pak Kong. 
I went to the grave when she was buried. 

Su Yee Man declared :—I am a brother of the 
last witness, and live at the same house with 
him. On the night of the robbery, my brother 
two of his children, his wife, my wife, and 
two maidservants were sleeping in the house. 
The maidgervants were sleeping in a room near 
the street. Anybody entering the house from 
the front would first come into their room, 
On the evening of the robbery I went to bed at 
9pm. About 11 p.m. I hoard a lot of people 
coming in by the street door. A hammering 
noise woke me up. I then heard two shots 
after which I heard a hammering at the parlour 
door. ‘This door is between the parlour and 
the yard. When I heard this hammering I 
got up and hid myself under the bed: The 
parlour door was bolted. It was broken in. 


Some people entered my room. One man 
holdiog a light dragged me from under the 


bed. I then saw seven or eight men in the room. 
They were armed with knives and revolvers. 


One cameup and searched me. Others broke open 
three boxes in the :room. The man who 
searched me took a bangle off my wrist. Alto- 
gether the robbers took property of mine worth 
about $380. I afterwards heard a noise like 
the firing «f crackers in the street, and 
one of the robbers said ‘Sung.’ They 
then made off dragging me with them. 
I would not walk, so the prisoner pointed 
a revolver at me. He said “You'd better 
" walk; if not, I will shoot you”? Three 
men th--n dragged me out of the gate into the 
- street by force. They did not take me very 
far. There were about thirty men at (he place 
to which'they dragged me. The two men who 
dragged me out then said they would let me go. 
This remark was addressed to the other rob- 
bers. One of them said, ‘“ No. Take him back.” 
Pris ner then came up and asked what was 
the matter. He said to me:—“I will let you 
go; con-ider yourself lucky.” The robbers 
then decamped and I went home. When I 
entere-| the door, I saw the maidservant lying 
on the floor. She was then dead. I did-not 
gee a wound on her at the time. On entering 
the pa:lour I saw my brother. He had a mark 
on his leg. Iam quite sure I saw prisoner 
at. the house that evening. He is the 


man who let me go and pointed at me 


with a revolver. I picked him out from a 
number of others inside the gaol here. Nobody 
described him to me beforehand. After the 
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robbery a Chinese official called at my house to 
investigate. This was on the 4th October. The 
other maidservant died a month after the 
robbery. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hastings:—My 
brother does not sell lottery tickets, neither does 
he collect money for lotteries. He does not run 
a gambling establishment. When the official 
came to my house he found two buailets. He 
did not take them away. I did not think it was 
important that I should bring the bullets here 
with me. I did not go to the maidservant's 
funeral. I am frightened of dead bodies. My 
wifé was in bed with me when the robbers came. 
When I hid underneath the bed she got under 
the blanket. I never saw the prisoner bafore 
the night of the robbery. 

John William Hanson, Chief Detective-In- 
spector, deposed: —I wasin the charge-room at the 
Central Station when the prisoner was brought 
in. The warrant gave his name as Leung Chan, 
alias Ta Fa Mjn. When asked his name the 
prisoner said, “ I am Leung Tak.” [ said “ Your 
surname is Leung; you say your name is Tak 
and not ‘Chan.’” I then said “ You are Ta Fa 


Min.” He replied,“ They call me so.” I was. 


present when Soo Tak Man picked out the 
prisoner from sixteen others on the gaol com- 
pound. This was in the presence of the 
Captain Superintendent, who made the 
arrangements. It was on 14th January. 
The identification by each of the witnesses was 
separat3. There could be no communication 
between the two witnesses prior to the 
identification’ by each of the witnesses, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hastings:—Defend- 
ant was picked out from a row of sixteen 
remand prisoners. I do not think any of the 
Chinese detectives were present at the identifics- 
tion. I do not know that some of them have a 
considerable interest in this case.

The minutes of the last annual meeting were 

read and confirmed. 
ACCOUNTS. 

The accounts of the Hon. Treasurer, Mr. J. 

Whittall, were submitted to the meeting for 


approval. 
The TREASURER stated that while donations 


and subscriptions had fallen off @ little, the 
amount of offertories had increased. The 


whole account showed a slight decrease in 
general expenditure. He had to emphasise the 
fact that far the greater part of the credit 
balance had been absorbed in paying the re- 
mainder of the charge on the organ. 

His LoppsHip THE Bisnor thought they 
had every reason to be thankful for the condition 
of the accounts. The total amount received 
from pew rents was $3,693, a little less than 
last year. The amount received by donations 
was about $400 less. He accounted for this 
by the senior people being away. They 
were the largest subscribers, and when they 
retired, as seniors do, they took their larger 
donations with them. All ought to remember 
that when seniors retire the juniors in their 
tarn become senior, and might be increasing 
their donations as they rise in seniority, position 
and pay. The chief cause for congratulation 
was with rerard to the collection, which 
had increased this year by $550. This is very 
marked increase if we consider that the increase 
since a fow years ago is over $2,000 in the 
ordinary collections made at the services. 
Hig Lorlship concluded by expressing his 
thanks to the choir and organist who had given 
a great deal of time and trouble to the musical 
part of the Chnrch services. ‘

APPOINTMENT OF NEW VERGER, 

Rev. F. T. JoHNson, in proposing that the . 
appointment of Mr. Vanstone as verger be rati- 
fied, stated that Mr. White, who has been the 
verger for the last ten years, has had to 
retire becausa of promotion in the Govern- 
ment service, The matter was left in his 
hands by the Church Body and he appointed 
temporarily Mr. Vanstone, who is also caretaker 
of the Masonic Hall, Zetland Street. Hoe told 
Mr. Vanstone that his apparent was entirely 
subject to the approval of this meeting, 

Dr Cuark seconded the motion, which was 
agreed to. . 

RESOLUTION RE ASSISTANT CHAPLAIN, 

His Lorpsuire stated that the Colonial 
Church Council suggested the engage- 
ment of au assistant chaplain’ to assist in 
the Cathedral and take charge of the 
Kowloon Church. This was considered the 
best way of starting the work in Kowloon. 
The Kowloon Church scheme originated 
in no. small degree from Naval services 
now held in the Torpedo depdt at Kow- 
loon. The present Naval Chaplain said 
he would certainly be willing to oa 
on the evening services in the new church. . 
The newly appointed Naval chaplain also 
expressed his willingness to do so, subject to the 
approval of the Naval authorities. ‘The new 
chaplain would thus be fres to help in the 
Cathedral every Sunday evening, and 
he would also be free for early celebra- 
tions in the morning. The Kowloon 
district should ba considered a special © 
parochial charge of the new chaplain, and thus 
the charge would be taken off the shoulders of 
the present Cathedral chaplain. The Cathedral 
Church Body would contribute $2,000 per 
month in oonsideration of the Chaplain’s 
services, the remainder to be paid by the 
‘Kowloon Church. The post ought to be 
held by a muirried man, and in order to 
enable a married man to hold it, he 
suggested $4,000 as a suitable income. This 
arranrement to last three years unless the Kow- 
loon Church Committee undertake before that 
time to pay the cost of their own chaplain. 
The passaga from England to Hongkong wil | 
be paid by the Cathedral Church Body, and the 
passage home by the Kowloon Church Committee, 
The questin as to how far the Cathedral was 
called upon to help in this way was a very im- 
portant ope. He thought they were called upon 
to do so as the Cathedral was the mother 
church of the Colony, and it was the duty of a 
mother to help her children. Besides, they 
would have the services of Kowloon’s Chap- 
lain. Tho Church Body had _ discussed 
and agreed to this resolution, and now they 
wanted it put before the meeting in order that 
it might be fully, fairly and freely discussed. 

Mr. Siave moved that the resolution be 
adopted. a -

There was no question about this now, however, 
as the Naval Chaplain was only by his kindness 
sssisting at Kowloon. 

His LogpsHip, in =o a member, stated 
that in case of the Chaplain’s wages not being 
forthooming, thera was no farther responaibilit 

on the Cathedral than the guarantee of $1,000.

Preaching from the text “Labour as a good 
ae of Christ,” Father Spada said, tter 

il — 

The sad news of the death of Right Rev. 
Bishop Piaszoli, conveyed to us from Italy by 
telegram on the 27th of December last, has been 
as painful as it was unexpected, The health of 
his Lordship, which last summer was causing 
anxiety, so much improved lately in Milan 
ag togive us firm hope: of soon seeing him back 
in Hongkong ; but it was otherwise decreed by 
Divine Providence. His Lordship succumbed 
under the weight of his ministry at the age of 
only 59 y:ars. The news was spread at once in 

. the Colony as well as in the neighb uring 
eplonies of Macao, (‘anton, Manila, etc., and from 
all have been received uvanimous feelings of 
sorrow and condolence. Likewise H.E. the 
Governor, the Admirals, the Chief Justice, and 
all the leading officials of the Colony, have 
deigned to honour us with the expressions of 
their sympathy on the sad occasion. To all we 
beg to tender vur most heartfelt thank-. 

Mon. Piazzoli, the youngest son of a large 
family, waa born at Alzano, near Milan, of very 
virtuous parents He received from them his 
first education, which gave t2 young Piaazoli a 
good and intrepid character, pr: paring him 
unconsciously for the most noble of ministries. 
He continued his education in Bergam College, 
going through a classical course, as is generally 
done by those young men who are intended for 
the ecolesiastical profession, He then studied 
philos phy, theology, and the sciences, pas- 
sing successfully his examination in the Semi- 
nary at Milan, and in the year 1863 he was 
ordained priest. 

The necessary preparations having been made, 
the Zong priest was sent to Hongkong, where 
at that time the mission was at its begiuning. 

Many inbabitants of a village having com- 

munication with the father, and being 

with the religion he taucht, spontaneously re- 
solved to embruce the faith; but their resolution 

was not pleasinz to their nei hbours, who inter- 
fered and put every obstacle in the way, even 
threatening them with death; but God, who 
wanted these chos-n souls, gave them such 
strength that notwithstanding these threats, 
though they were entirely free, they wished to ba 
baptised. ing sufficiently instructed, and-after 
many proofs of constanc and good will, Father 

‘Luis depided to baptize them, and did so, After 

baptism the.new coaverts were very pleased and 

_-ggtiatied and thought a Sd have no more 

~ teouble.from their neighbours. Hut they were 
deceived. Secretly their neighbours were pre- 


ing terrible vengeance to satisfy their hatred, 
deciding to kill the Father and. Christians 
alike. Father Luiz having knowledge that the 


converts were in danger of their lives, as 
a good shepherd he went af once to help them, 
ready to give his own life to save that of his 
sheep. Having no residence, he took lodging 
jn a small hut where a Chinese family was 
living. There he learned the intentions of the 
pavans, and discovered that they were blinded 
with hatred against the poor converts. He 
made efforts to appease the people, but in vain ;. 
the pagans were decided at any cost to destroy 
the Christi He then went to his lodging, 
recommending the converts to s in from. 
violence and to be prepared to give their lives 
for the most noble cause, viz. as martyrs of God. 
At his lodging he heard that he hims If was 
also to be executed. In the meantime night came, 
every measure was taken not to allow the 
victims tu escape. With a dinner they prepar- 
ed themselves to execute these poor yple who 
were guilty of no other crime than that of being 
Christians, Tho dinner being over, the terrible 
sounds of the “tom-tom” or gong was heard 
with cries of death and imprecations against the 
poor victims. Terror invaded the whole village, 


‘without a voice of mercy or pity far the poor 


innocents who had barricaded themselves in 
their houses. The pagan gang, armed with 
rifles and other weapons, and also provided with 
crow-bars to break in the doors, entered the vil- 
lage, and. breaking in the houses, hacked and 
wounded all that came in their way. They tlien 
took with them as prisoners five faen who were 
fathers of families. The women and children 
then succeeded in escaping in the darkness, 
leaving all they poss-ssed in the hands of their 
persecutors. With the light of torches and the 
gound of the “tom-tom” the five men were 
tied to a tree, beaten and maltreated in every 
way. ‘The cries of the poor victims failed to 
excite compassion in the hearts of these tigers 
in human form, and the poor creatures were cut 
to pieces. Imagine the pain and distress felt by 
good Father Luis when he heard their cries 
and witnessed the cruel treatment to which they 
wore subjected without being able to give them 
any assistance! Next day his own terrible hour 
arrived. He was still hiding ia the same hut, the 
cries of hig perseontors, threatening him with 
death, ringing in hig ears. He prepared ta die, 
hang of having the occasion of giving his blood 
‘or the faith for which so many disciples of 
the Cross have given their own in former 
times. The good father as a mild lamb pre- 
sented himself to his persecuters at the 
distanc» of a few paces. At oncé a murderous 
hand presented a rifle at him and pulled the 
trigger, but fortunately the rifle missed 
fire; he tried a s-cond and a third time, 
but with the same result. At this moment 
an old man who was standing by lowered tha 
rifle, suggesting that the execution of the father 
be deferred to the night, »s it would be then 
easier to conceal the affair in cage the foreigners 
came to inquire about it. 
the poor father was counting with anxiety the 
hours, waiting for his ond. At nightfall a 
pigan who some {ime previously had received 
some favour from the missionary, taking pity. 
on him, came to his rescue, eluding the vigi- 
lance of the persecutors. The hut in which 
the priest was hiding was only of dried earth 
bricks. The good Chinese, making an opening at 
the back of the house which was facing the 
fields, put in some torn clothes, telling the father 
to change at once and escape with him. Father 
Luiz at once perceiving in this a help from 
Heaven immediately changed his clothes, passed

Fortanately this was reported 
in time to the Ningpo gentlemen referred to 
above, who knew that such a gathering of 
infuriated and ‘irresponsible men would sur-ly 
result in a riot from which oly th-20 who were 
innocent would suffer, and so, . hurrying to the 
ze gentlemen and their 
supporters with extreme dificulty sucdecded: in

siding in Shanghai, were about to convene 
at the Chinese Chamber of Commerce to 
arrange about tho beet method of showing

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sult of the Court-martial. This quieted 
in a manner many of the turbulent spirits 
gathered in the Chinese suburbs and the propos- 
ed demonstration was adjourned to await the 
result of the meeting at the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce. This was published in an Ex- 
press sent out yesterday and distributed through- 
out the foreign settlements, native city and 
suburbs, which we now translate as follows :—At 
a conference held thia afternoon in the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce, in which the members 
of the Committee of the Guilds of the various 
provinces doing business in Shanghai participat- 
ed, it was decided in the fitst place to send a 
joint telegram signed by the Committees of the 
Guilds present, to the Waiwupu and also to the 
Imperial High Commissioners of the Nanyang 
Administration (Viceroy Chon Fu of Nanking) 
atrongly protesting against the action of the 
Russian authorities in relation to the death of 
Chon Seng-yu at the hands of Russian sailors. 
In the second place it was decided to draw up 
petitions, signed by the members of Commit- 
tees of the various provincial Guilds present, 
and send them to the Shanghai Taotai, the 
Senior Consul, and the International and 
French Municipal Councils, informing these 
gentlemen of the popalar dissatisfaction and 
the difficulty being experienced by the peti- 
tioners in calming the people; and thirdly, it 
has been decided to stop using all notes issued 
by the Russo-Chinese Bank, until matters have 
been settled. These three decisions have 
received the unanimous endorsement of all the 
representatives of the various provinces assem- 
bled this day, and they now unite in requesting 
the merchants and handicraftsmen of Ningpo 
descent in Shanghai to postpone their proposed 

7 snag meeting. (Signed) The members of Com- 
mittees of all the provincial guilds established 
in the port of Shanghai. 

As already stated above this Express succeed- 
ed in preventing the mass meeting at the 
Ningpo Josshouse called for yesterday by the 
more turbulent of the Ningpo community of 
this port, and as can be imagined may be said to 
have been the only way under the circumstances 

_ to effect such a thing, as these people had lost 
faith in the ability of their leaders and the 
Shanghai Taotai to do anything in the matter. 
Had a mass meeting of the kind referred to been 
allowed to take place there is no knowing to 
what a these ignorant and misguided 
Ningpo labourers, handioraftsmen and coolies, 


led by interested rascals and assisted by rowdies 
and desperadoes, would have been brought. 


PROPOSED KUANGTUN G-KUANGSI 
RAILWAY. ‘ 


In response to a ciroular despatch of Viceroy 
Tsén to the Waiwupu and the Shangpu asking 
for money to construct a railway which shall 
join the two provincial capitals (Canton and 
Kueilin) of Kuangtung and Kuangsi, in order 
that China may be firstin the field and so 
prevent foreigners from seeking to exploit the 
same, the two Boards have senta reply em- 
powering Viceroy Tséo to raise funds locally as 
the Central Government has no available funds 
for the proposed undertaking. Iu consequence 
of this, Viceroy Tsén has ordered that all 
civil and military officials holding office 
in the two Kuang provinces, are to subscribe 
a certain percentage of ,their salaries at 
once towards the scheme, while on the 
other hand the wealthy gentry and mer- 
chants of the two provinces are to be appealed 
to to purchase shares in the newrailway. With 
the money thus raised Viceroy Tsén has ex- 
pressed his conviction that there will be quite 
sufficient funds to start the venture and bring 
its construction to a successful issue. Viceroy 
T'sén also rightly thinks that once the line has 
been started and opened to traffic without delay 
as each section became completed, and worked 
intelligently and honestly—and there are plenty 
of Cantonese and natives of Kuangsi who can 

‘do so—not only would the road pay for itself 
as its constraction proceeded, but that those 
who held back from subscribing for fear of 
losing their money, seeing how things were 
managed, would only be too glad to press their 
monay into the hands of those in charge of the 
railway for the purohase of shares in the 
conoerti.

“Jane” is just the right kind of piece to 
bring out the qualities, good or bad, of amateur 
Thospians, and if presented at all well, is sure 
to delight almost any audience, It belongs to 
the “ Charley’s Aunt” category, with a soupcon 
more of farce aboutit. The “fat” all falls to 
the share of the servant characters, the 
soubrette, the bachelor’s man, and buttons. The 
fun allolted to the master is of a less vociferous 
sort, and less liable to reach its mark. 

’ The very shabby, holed, and dirty green 
front cloth drew up on a scene mounted with 


the amatenurs’ too great devotion to detail. The > 


effect of all the pictures and nio-nacs is, of 
course, excellent in the extreme, but it is not 
the professional way of suggesting a drawing 
room interior. Itisadrawing room. As these 
things are not properties, made to be removed 
in convenient buoches, they involve long waits 
between scenes. In this case, however, the 
action all taking place in the one setting, it 
did not matter. 

The title role was in unusually capable hands, 
Mrs. Hall-Wright as “Jane” presenting 4 
soubrette performance of quite professional 
verve and aplomb. Given the pert, pretty, and 
spoile] maid, taken into the confidence of her 
foolish master, and paid to conspire with him 
to deceive the trustea of the familv estates itis 
not difficult to imagine that “ Jane,” as portrayed 
by this lady, would-be duplicate-!, word for word.

We liked Mr. Shackletan (Capt. Smith, 
A.D.C), but think he might, to maintain the 
exact spirit of the play, have taken his troubles 
alittle more seriously. In his restrained, ex- 
pressive, and carefully enunciated rendering of 
his part, there seemed to be at times an under- 
tone of amusement, natural enough; but 
snpposing the character to have been foolish 
enough to do as he did, we cannot think that he 
would have sufficient sense of humour to smile 
at his own folly, as Capt. Smith’s Shackleton 
seemed to be doing.

CHINESE WARSHIPS TO BE BUILT 
IN JAPAN. 


A long memorial by Viceruy Chang Chih- 
tung regarding the order for gunboats and 
torpedo-boats to be built in Japan and shallow 
draught warships in China has been duly 
sanctioned by the Throne, From the memorial 
it is understood that four guaboats for the 
Yangtée river had been ordered by the Viceroy 
at Nanking, while Viceroy Chang Chih-tung 
has ordered. ten ships, six gunboats, and four 
torpedo-boats. The description of the gunboats - 
ig :—steel, twin screw, length 200 feet, beam 
29 feet 6 inches, the depth of the hull 14 
feet, mean draught 8 feet, displacement 740 . 
tons, I.H.P. 1,350, average speed 13 knots, 
with armament consisting of two twelve 
centimetre guns, two 74 centimetre guus, and 
four machine guns, and it is necessary that the 
hull suffer no effect from the firing of these 

uns: The vessels compared with the vessels 
for Nanking show an increase in tonnage of 220 
tons, in horse power 400, while in armament one 
gun at the stern and bow respectively. The 
description of the torpedo-boats is:—Length 
40.; beam 4.94; depth of the hull 2.05 and mean 
draught 1.110 (French measurements) ; tonnage, 
96 tons, horse power },300; average speed, 23 
knots; armament, two 4.7 centimetre gang, three 
14 inch-torpedo tubes. These boats are to be 
built at the Kawasaki Dock Compaiy at Kobe.

CHARGES OF MURDER AND ARSON. 

The hearing of the case in which Chan- 
Chung and Tanz Hop were charged with murder} 
and arson in connection with the fire at No. 168, 
Hollywood Road, wherein several persons were 

urnt to death, was continued before Mr. ~ 

. H. J. Gompertz at the Police Court on Feb. - 
2nd. Mr. F. J. Badeley, Sepety Soren 
dent of Police, prosecuted, and. Mr. Hursthouse: 
(of Messrs. Dennys and SBowley'’s office) 
represented the Meiji Fire Insurance Company. 
Prisoners were not defended. 

Iu Po, Chief Chinese Detective, declared: On 
the morning of the 12th ult. at 2.15 a.m., I was 
in a chair going from West to Hast. Just as 
I reached No. 170, Hollywood Road, I heard 


‘someone calling out “ Fire.” He called out two 


or three times. I then saw a man standing 
outside the door of No. 168, -I looked in and 
saw that all was in darkness. I caught hold of 
the man who shouted “ Fire.” Then I saw fire. 
barn up suddenly inside No. 168. The man.I

seized was the first defendant. I afterwards 
saw the second defendant running out of No. 
168. I also caught hold of him. I then 
shouted ont “ Fire” and afterwards said to the 
defendanta, ‘“Thisis your doing.’ The first 
defendant said: —“ The master order me to do 
- it’ I smelt a strong smell of kerosene in the 
premises. I asked the prisoners where the 
master had gone. One of them replied, “He 
has gone to Canton.”

I looked in No. 168 and 
saw a little fire. I heard the detective say 
“ This is your work.” I then warned them and 
said——“‘ You are unlucky ; zou will get twenty 
years at least.” I stayed there three or four 
minutes, and when I left the fire was burning 
strongly. 

Li Yeo Sui, P.C. No. 375, said the second de- 

fondant ran out of the house fully dressed. 

Wong Pak Mo said: I lived atNo. 168, Holly- 

wood Road, second floor, with my wife and two 
children. On the night of the llth January we 
were sleeping there. I was awakened in the early 
morning, aud on going out to the verandah saw 
flame coming from the ground floor. I shouted 
“ fire,” and rushing in again caught up my son, 
and went up to the third floor. I there laid 
- down my son and looked fora way of escape, 
. but could not find one. My uncle and cousin, 
who were on the verandah with me, pulled down 
the partition and we escaped into the house on 
the eastern side, and out by Square Street. 
After I got to the third floor, I was unable, 
owing to the fierceness of the fire, to return to 
the second to try to save my wife and daughters. 
Later in the morning I informed the Police 


that my wife was missing, and went with 


Inspector Gourlay to the scene of the fire. 
whore I identified the bodies of my wife and 
daughters. 


FIRE IN QUEEN’S ROAD CENTRAL. 


On the 2nd February fire broke out 
on the second floor of a three-story house, kept 
by Cheng Yuk Chun of the Nam Loong firm, 
in Queen's Road Central: The flames spread 
rapidly till the whole upper part of the building 
was blazing. Fire Brigade operations were 
carried out under the orders of Chief Inspector 
Baker, a number of bluejackets lending a hand. 
A large crowd of Europeans backed by a 
throng of Chinese watched the conflagration. 
Inspector Dymond was in charge of police 
regulating the traffic. The roof over the 
block of three houses, Nos. 86, 97 and 99, 


crashed in. The fire was well under control 
at about a quarter to eight, The upper floors 
were completely gutted, while the ground and 


first floors were damaged by water. The premises | 


were insured in L’Urbaine Insurance Company 
for $35,000, in the Tung U Insurance Company 


for $10,000 and in the Imperial Insureuce Com- 
pany for $10,000. 


__ A fire broke out in a Chinese Bank, No. 101, 
Queen’s Road, on the 2nd February. The 
outbreak is supposed to have occurred in the 
kitchen at the rear of the bank, and from thence 
it quickly spread to the adjoining premises of 
Mesars..Nam Hing Loong, foreign goods mer- 
chants. Tho fire had a strong hold when the 
. brigade, under Chief Inspector Baker, arrived 
on the scene. The firemen, by strenuous exer- 
tion, succeeded in getting the fire under way 
about two hours after the outbreak, but not 
before damage estimated at $33,0(0 was done 
to the stock of Messrs. Nam Hing Loong by 
fire and water, the goods on the ground, first 
and second floors being practically destroyed. 
The bank premises were insured for $5,000, 
while Messrs. Nam Hing Loong’s stock and 
premises were insured in the Imperial, Urban 
and Kung On Insurance Companies to the 
extent of $55,000.

The remand case in which four Chinese were 
charged with committing piracy in the Harbour 
off Quarry Bay, and stealing from a cargo junk 
goods to the total value of $2,074 under cir- 
cumstances already recorded in these columns, 
came on for hearing before Mr. H. H. J. Gom- 

ertz at the Police Court on the 3lst January. 
hief Detective-Inspector Hanson prosecuted, 
and Mr. H. K. Holmes represented the 
fourth defendant, and Leung Yeo, a woman 
indicted for receiving certain of the stolen 
goods to the value of $10. 

Kwok San Chi declared: I am the master 
and owner of the passage boat No. 360, trading 
between Shaukiwan and Victoria. The cargo I 
generally bring here is salt fish, and the return 
cargo is rice. Asarule-the only passengers I 
carry are those accompanying their'cargo. On 
the morning of the 13th instant, at 2a.m., 1 left 
Shaukiwan. There were three women and six 
men besides myself on board. The sail was 
hoisted, but there was not much wind. We 
were rowing on board, and had got as far as the 
Soap Works when I saw a boat about eight 
or ten chung off. It was rowing towards us 
from the direction of the mainland. There 
were twelve men in the boat. I called out 
and asked what boat it was. I got no 
answer, but the boatmen pulled alongside, 
jamped on board, and 
a noise; they said they were taking revenge. 
They ‘further said. “If you do shout we'll 
kill you.” They left two men on board their 
own craft. The men who boarded us had 
knives and revolvers in their hands. I was 
pressed down into the cabin by two of the band. 
They told me if I did-not stay there they would 


stab me to death. One of them then struck me 
with the flat of a knife and rubbed pepper into 


my eyes. The rest of the people on board in- 
cluding the women were pressed into the hold. 
I saw the robbers removing boxes. They were 
on board about half-an-hour. Before leaving 
they put the hatches ou the hold. After some 


time they called out “Sting-” -I went-up on 
deck and saw the robbers’ boat going in the 


direction of Tsaichowan. I then made an 
examination of my boat and found that I had 
lost $1,500 which I kept in a box, over 200 
pieces of clothing valued at $200, and jewellery 
worth over $130. We wont to Shaukiwan and 
reported the matter. — 

In reply to His Worship: 
on board was my earnings. 
banking account. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Holmes:—It was 
dark the morning the pirates boarded my junk. 
They were pulling four oars. Their craft 
appeared to be a fishing boat. It was w.thout 
masts. I could not see whether it had a hood 
on. Pepper was not rubbed into my eyes until 


after the defendants boarded us. As sgon as 


they did, they bore me to the dock, so that I 
did not get a chance to see them. I had no 
passengers on board this trip. The cargo of 
fish on board was worth between $800 and $900. 
None of this cargo was stolen. I saw two 
knives about seven inches long in possession of 
the robbers. I do not carry-any arms on board 
my boat. Neither my fok’s nor myself resisted 


the robbers, as they pointed revolvers at us.

The four Chinese pirdtes who took $2,074 
from a cargo juok in Quarry Bay were brought 
upon remand on Feb. Ist. Mr, H. K. Holmes 
again appeared to defend one of them. 
Kwok Sau Chi deposed: On the morning of 
the 13th instant our junk left Shaukiwan for 


Victoria. When we got as far as the Soap 
Works I saw a boat pulling towards us from 
the direction of Tsaichwan. There were over 
ten men on board of her. When the boat got 
near us I shouted out “ What boat is that|? ” 
They did not answer, but kept on pulling 
towards our boat. When they got alongside 
they told us not to call out or they would shoot us. 
They said they ‘had come to take revenge. 
Seven men boarded our junk and two remained 
in their boat. Some of the boarders were 
armed with revolvers, and some with daggers. 
Some of them rubbed my eyes with-pepper, and 
blinded me. One of the robbers broke the 
rattan of the gold mounted bangle on my right 
wrist: and took it away. I also had a gold 
mounted bangle on my left wrist. This they 


told us not to make. 


my wrist on the cover of the hatch and with a 
chopper cut the rattan of the bangle. They 
also took my gold finger ring. I was then 
forced down into the hold. At firat I refused 
to go, until they threatened to stab me. When 
the robbers were leaving the ship I heard the 
word “sung.” I went up on deck, and on 
examining the ship I missed my box. It 
contained about 50 pieces of clothing and a 
gold mounted bangle valued at $7. Besides 
the ring I mentioned, I lost four other rings 
of the total value of $150, which were in my 
box, also 74 gold biads worth $72. [ could not 
identify any of the robbers who came on board 
our junk.

FATAL ACCIDENT AT MORRISON 
' HILL ROAD. 


Sitting as Coroner at the Magistracy on the . 
January 3lst, Mr. H. H. J. Gomperts held an 
inquiry concerning the death of a coolio at No. 
41, Morrison Hill Road, on the 25th inst., who 
was killed as the result of a wardrobe falling 
upon him. Messrs. N. 8. Brown, A. Cameron, 

eikle were empanelled as a jury. 
Vah Epps testified to engaging six 
emdre the wardrobe. The ropa was 
eam running from one window 
to. another on the third floor. As the wardrobe 
was being hauled up the six-men began to walk 
under it. I told them to keep back and they 
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all got out of danger except this one man. 
The wardrobe had been hauled up about 22 feet 


when the rope broke. As far as I could see 
from above, deceased had hold of the ond of the 
rope, and apparently did not try to get out of 
the way. The wardrobe struck the ground 
first, on one corner, and then fell back on de- 
ceased. He was pulled out from underneath, 
and the coolies rubbed him for some time 
with Chinese medicine. He then asked to be 
taken to the Tung Wah Hospilal, and I sent two 
coolies with him, also an admission chit. One 
man came back shortly afterwards and reported 
to me that deceased was dead. The rope has 
- been in use since March, 1904. 

Dr. Hunter, medical officer in chirge of 

st-mortem examinations, after examination 

ound that deceased had mot his death from 
shock, the result of a fracture of the 
pelvis. 

R. H. Muckford, overseer in the Public 
Works Department, testified to examining the 
rope. Near the break there were short strands 
not more than one inch long; their shortness 
was not visible. The rope was rather dry, but 
. witha steady strain it would be safe to lift 

five or six owt. with it. 

- Further evidence was taken, 
Coroner adjourned.

ALARMING RIVER ACCIDENT 
AT CANTON. 


On the Ist February an alarming affair 
occurred on the river at Canton, illustrating the 
reckless behaviour of Chinese to whom steam 
craft are entrusted for navivation. 

Mr. E, A. Meurer, with his son, and M. 
Rochet, a gentleman interested in railway 
development in China, while in a row-boat on 
the river at Canton, were run down by a Chinese 
steam launch. Mr. Meurer thus told the story 
to a Bay Preas reporter yesterday :—My 
son, my friend, and myself had a very 
narrow escape from drowning. I desire to 
speak about it so as to have launches be 
made to take more care in the future. First 
of all I must tell you that Messrs P. Lemaire & 
Co., a firm of which I am the proprietor, lately 
opened a branch in Canton, which is looked 
after by my son Charles. Our quarters are in 
the old American Consulate Luilding, on 
the Honam side. We supply coolies for railway 
work every week, sending them by steamer up 
river. I had been to Honam in conn‘ ction with 
this business, and the three of us were crossing 
in agig to Canton, so that I might return to 
Hongkong. When about half way across, right 
in the current, when we had just avoided 
one launch, the lannch Choy Sing came behind us. 
Itfall happened ina moment, as the launch was 
travelling very quickly. She did not alter her 
course but ran us down, capsizing our boat and 
passing right overus. Under water we were rest- 
, ing on the awning with the bottom of the boat 
over our head. The boat then came to the surface. 
My son cannot swima stroke and I was very 
frightened on his account; I was the best swim- 
mer of the three. An Imperial Customs boat 
in charge of Mr* Clarkson, rescued my son, and 
Mr. Rochet was picked up by a sampaa, and our 
three sailors by another sampan. Mr. Rochet 
is in bed suffering congestion and a severe 
bronchial cold. 
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BIG FIRE AT WUCHOW. 


{FROM A CORRESPOKDENT. | 


Wucnow, 16th January. © 
A big fire broke out among the small shipping 
eraft to-day. About a hundred lighters were 
destroyed. A Li Kum (tax boaf), and a 
Mandarin boat (goldiers’ boat) and a number 
of flower boats were burnt out. About two 
hundred persons were drowned. The steamers 
Hang Hing and Hang Lee, from down river, 
were unable to approach the port for some time 
on account of wreckage. Viceroy Shum offered 
a reward of $1 for each body recovered from the 
water, so that they might be photographed, and 
the photos placarded. Relatives thereby were 
enabled to bury their dead. Bodies not identified 
were buried by the Kwong Yan and Po Sin 
Hospitals. 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


THE TRIPLE EXECUTION IN 
HONGKONG. 
The North-China Daily News of the 23rd 
inst. had the following letter :— - 
81x,—The execution of three foreigners in 
Hongkong is not a subject on which one would 
wish to dilate, and yet I think there are three 
facts connected therewith to which the attention 
of the Chinese should be strongly called :— 
1.—It is often said—with what measure of 
truth I know not, but I have never heard the 
statement contradicted—that although many 
Chinese have within the past ad years been put 
to death for the murder of foreigners, and 
while perhaps some foreigners have been put to 
death for the murder of other foreigners, no 
European or American has ever been executed 
in the Far East by order of a foreign Court of 
Justice for the murder of a Chinaman. That 
statement, if ever it was true, is not true now, 
and the charge so often brought against us that 
we attach no value to Chinese life is shown to 
be not in accordance with facts. 
2.—The persons, the sanctity of whose life 
has now been vindicated in Honekonk, were 
not Chinamen of influence, literati or men of 
wealth, but a poor Chiness woman and her 
child. An innate sense of justice without dis- 
tinction of persons, and not any pressure 
brought to bear on the Judge owing to the 
status and dignity of the victims, is the con- 
sideration that carries weight before a British 
tribunal. 
3.—It has been sta‘ed that an effort was 
made in Hongkong to get one of the three 
prisoners reprieved, “ the argument used being 
that as only two persons were killed two hang- 
ings should suffice.” That is an argument that 
has again and again been used by Chinese 
officials in times of riot when ono or two for- 
eigners have been murdered by a band of 
ruffians who had organised themselves for the 
purpose. The principle has been stoutly 
resisted by British Consuls, who have insisted 
that it had-no relevanoy. As foreign officials 
have acted in this matter in the past—and as 
they will no doubt act again should the sad 
necessity arise in vindicating the sacredness of 
the lives of foreigners,—so also have ‘he autho- 
rities in Hongkong now acted when dealing 
with foreigners convicted of killing Chinese 
subjects. Foreign Judges are not immaculate, 
nor are they always free from all bias and par- 
tiality, but the prevailing characteristic of 
British administration of justice everywhere is 
even-handed justies and even-handed regard for 
the sanctity of life without regard of nationality, 
and these points have had a typical illustration 
in the sad circumstances which have lately. 
occurred in Hongkong.—I am, etc., 
A Evpopsan RESIDENT.

‘FATAL ACCIDENT AT YAUMATI. 


Mr. H. H. J. Gompertz, sitting as Coroner, 
held an inquiry at the Magistracy on the 24th 
January into the cause of death of Ah Mui, 
a Chinese female aged about thirteen years, 
who was killed by a fall from the veran of 
a house. The followin g jury were empanelled 
Messrs J. Young, J. Osborne and H. Krebs. 

The first witness was Dr, Bell, Superinten- 
dent of the Government Civil Hospital, who 
gave ‘evidence as to deceased’s admission, and 
her death two hours afterwards. He made a 
post-mortem examination, and fovud that her 
breast bone was broken. Death was caused by 
internal hemorrhage, 

Inspector Macdonald deposed :—I entered a 
house No. 53, Kennedy Street, on the Sth 
instant, with a Chinese detective. I found 
& man, woman, and two girls in the one 
room and another girl in a second room. This 
girl was under a bad, The detective took 
her by the hand and pulled her out. She was 
left alone in the passage while we went to get 
the other residents of the house, I missed 
deceased, and hearing a noise in the backyard 
went to see what was the matter. _ Deceased 
was lying on the ground, There was an open 
bridge leading from the passage to the cook-house. 

She must have either jumped over the bridge, 
or tried to élimb down the drain pipe. ‘Ihe 
detective took the man, woman, and two girls to 
the Police Station. I went to attend the deceas- 
ed. Isent for an ambulance and had her remov 
ed to the Government Civil Hospital. De- 
ceased did not scream or make any fuss 
when brought from under the bed. I had 
no idea that she was likely to do what she 
did. Tho information which determined mo 
to raid the house was, that I was 
informed three girls were being detained there, 
and were being offered for sale as prostitutes, 
The deceased appeared to be about eleven or 


twelve years of age. There isa great deal of 


traffic done in yong girls in this Colony. On 
receiving information I did not wait for a 
warrant to enter the house, as I was afraid the 
girls would be removed. The man and woman 
were charged before Mr. Hazeland with bring- 
ing the girls into the Colony for an unlawful 
purpose, and were discharged. - 

Detective Chan Cheong corroborated the 

tor'’s evidence, and P.8. 1:6 gave evidence 
as to identification. 

The Coroner briefly reviewed the facts, and 
the jury, without retiring, returned a verdict 
that deceased met her desth by misadventure 
while trying to escape from the Police." 


CHINESE THREATS. © 


For their interest as evidence of the working 
of the mind Chinese in a state of annoyance, 
the following extracts from recent speeches 


made at the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, at 
Shanghai, may be read :— 

‘The Taotai said that to have a strike or to 
stop trade in Shanghai is not the thing to be 
recommended at this moment, as it is the 
Russians i whom we feel indignant and 
other foreigners are quite different from the 
Ruasians. Therefore we had better discuss how 
to treat the Russians in Shanghai only. M 
suggestions are (1) to stop communications wit 
the Russians, (2) to stop dealing with the Rus- 
sians in any business, The Russo-Chinese Bank 
and the Russian merchant in Shanghai from 
the beginning of the war have been doing 
business with the natives without any disadvan- 
age though we do not know if they had been 
‘able to deal with » certain portion of the natives 
to get military supplies. In any caso if we 
stop dealing with the Russians in business it is 
quite sure that the Russians will sufferfrom 
the effect. The Russian Consul once told me 
that though a Russian might kill a Chinaman 
he will never loge his life. Such is the way we 
are looked down on by the Russians. I propose 
the two items of steps to be adopted by you. 

A certain Ningponese Chou said :—1 am the 
president of the guild of Tinghai and I am very 
indignant at the insult upon us by foreigners in 
this matter and when I heard the news of one 
of my native countrymen Chou Sen-yu having 
been innocently killed by Russian sailors I felt 
extremely bitter in the matter and I think it is 
far better to stop all the trade in Shanghai 
unless the foreigners give us satisfaction. I 
can tell all the men under me to stop work. 

I hope all without any exception will unite in 
carrying out these two items of proposals, not 
only the Ningponese but all the merchants in 
Shanghai must unite in the carrying out the 
same or they will not be effective. Tho Russian 
sailor killed an innocent Chinese aud the 
Russian authorities are taking the side of the 
Russian sailors and we understand that they 
are treating the Chinese worse than beasts: If 
we do not take up proper action in this matter 

. to protect our own interest it means that we 
are recognizi ourselves as similar to beasts 
_ ourselves. If so it is no wonder to see foreigners 


look down on us (great cheers).

CHANTABOON EVACUATED.

The last detachment of French troops left 
Chantaboon-Paknam at 2 p.m. on the 8th 
January, The evacuation has, therefore, been 
completed a day within the ten days fixed by 
the Protocol of June 29th last, which were to 
run from December 30th, the day on which the 
territories ceded to France under the ‘l'reaty 
were placed at the disposal of the French 
Authorities. 

Before his departure, the Commandant of the 
French troops issued a proclamation, stating 
that a treaty had been concluded between 
France and Siam, which removed all difficulti-s 


and strengthened the friendly relations between 


the two countries. There was, therefore, no

A Consul would be 
stationed to look sfter the interests of French 
subjects.

$1,668. . The upset price for this lot was fixed 


at $72,676. Mr. Henry Humpbreys, Mr. J. 
Orange, and Mr. J. R, Michael appeared as 


interestei bidders for this most desirable pro- 
perty. Mr. H. Humphreys was overbidden by 
Mr. Michael, who, at $72,876, obtained this 
valuable site at a fraction over fifty cents per 
square foot. Mr. Humphreys’ only bid was 
one of $100 above the Government reserve. 

A special condition attaching to the purchase 
is that the Crown lessee shall, within three days 
of the day of sale, pay into the Colonial Trea- 
sury the sum of $15,000 of the full amount of 
premium at which the lot shallk have been 
purchased by him and the remainder within one 
month of the date of sale.

A CHINESE WAY OF STOPPING 
LEAKAGE. 


Owing to its having come to the knowledge 
of the Empress Dowager that many of her in- 
digent and badly paid officials at Court have 
been getting large and in some cases regular 
revenues from the secret service funds of many 
of the foreign Powers represented in Peking 
by the sale of copies of important State do- 
cuments and the like, which are supposed 
to be “secret” vutil published in the “Peking 
Gazette,” their-- Imperial Majesties the Em- 
peror and Empress Dowager have com- 
manded tbat all State documents intended 


for tho sole eyes of their Maj-«sties are to be 
hereafter handed up in the Mauchu language 
euclosed in specially made sealed envelopes and 
put in locked despatch boxes. Should the 
business contained in these State papers be re- 
quired to be made public, they will be translated 
into Chinese and published, but not otherwise. 
As few persons, even Manchus themselves, are 
able now-a-days to read the Manchu written 
language, it is thought by their Majesties that 
this procedure will be a reliable means of stop- 
ping the leakage of important State documents, 
the knowledge of which would otherwise be 
transmitted to those who have no right to know 
them, but which they have hitherto obtained by 
the agsistance.of the Almighty Dollar. 
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THE HAMBURG AMERIKA 8.8. 
“ RHENANIA.” 


The Hamburg Amerika Linie 8.8. Rhenanza, 
6,416 tons gross, on ber maiden trip from 
Europe, has arrived at Kowloon. She is a fine 
steamer specially adapted for the Far Eastern 
ont and home trade She is built for cargo, 
but has berths for about sixty passengers. 
Twenty large staterooms, about 10 feet by 
15 by 74 high, afford airy quarters. In cach 
are two bunks and collapsible sofa, Each 
cabin is provided with an electric fan, an 
electric table reading light and two electric 
bulb lights overhead. The fittings throughout 
are plain but good; and the vessel is well pro- 
vided in the way of smoking rooms, ladies’ 
rooms, social halls etc. che is. capable of 
carrying some 10,000 tons of general cargo. 
She was built at the Bremer Vulcan Yard; 
and finished last December. Her speed is 13 
knots. ;

THE AMERICAN CONSUL AT 
SHANGHAI - 


Under the quadruple headiog of “ Perjury 
Gr :fting and Fraud—Seventeen Grave Charges 
stand against Ex-Consul-General John Good- 
now—1s Defiant and Poses as Victim— Long a 


Disgrace to the United States He Must Now 


Face the Inevitable at Washington,” the — - 


Manila Cablenews publishes the following 
telegram :—Washingtop, January 26.—John 
Goodnow, lately the consul-general of the 
United States at Shanghai, is to face the most 
extraordinary charges of malfeasance in office, 
of personal dishonesty, and of general errup- 
tion. 

There. are seventeen separate charges of 
fraud, perjury and embezzlement against bim. 
These charges have been filed with the Secretary 
of State, and will be gone into minutely. 
Goodnow arrived here recently from Shanghai,. 
having been dismissed from his consular posi- 


tion. 

He came in a defiant attitude, asserting his 
innocence of any wrongdoing, and declaring in 
many interviews in the various newspapers of 
the United Statez, that he was the victim of 
the machinations of personal enemies whos? 
schemes he had refused to further in Shanghai. 

He made rather a good impression at first. 
The Stata department though had conolusive 
reports from its assistant secretary, Mr. Pierce, 
as to Goodnow’s conduct in his Shanghai office, 
and continued its investigations. Goodnow has 
been succeeded at Shanghai by Mr. Davidson, 
formerly consul in Formosa, and who was ap- 
pointed consul to Antung seven or eight months 
ago. 
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PROPOSED FRENCH STEAMBOAT 
COMPANY IN CHEKIANG. 


Our Shanghai sagen pea “ Native 
Notes” include this item :—As may be recalled 
by our readers a French Company have been 


‘anxiously trying to get the high provincial 


authorities of Chékiang to run s steamboat line 
between Shanghai, Hangchow tand Shachsing, 
which for certain local and. xlso patriotic 
reasons H.E. Governor Nieh, of Hangchow, 
has consistently vetoed so far, especially in view. 
of the fact that the terms of the recent com- 
morcial treaties made by China with the 
Foreign Powers have not yet been put into 
force.

BRITISH AND CHINESE CORPORA-

The dealers in poultry, fish and similar 
domestic products have advanced their prices all 
along the line, under the excuse that the new _ 

internal revenue tax will absorb their profits. 
For example, a small chicken could be purchased 
‘in Mahila for about thirty-five cents, local cur- 
rency, ‘before the first of the year. The price 
is now, sixty cents. The small booth keepers 
have advanced the price of their goods all the 
way from twenty to fifty per dat. and give as 
an excuxe that the demands of the internal 
revenue law must be met. It is to be regretted 
that the Government could not exact ono half 
of -all| adv.nce in price over and above. that 
actually required by the new revenue, where 
such advance is based on the excuse that is now 
gpren by the small dealer. 7 


TRADE ITEMS. : 


North Kiangsu is much interested in the 
proposed glass factory. Much brick and lime is 
in evidence. The Chinese are chagrined at the 
theught that for 3,000 years they have regarded 
this sandy waste only as a nuisance and that the 
foreigner had to come and show them how to 
use it. 

Notwithstanding the present tightness of the 
money market, we learn that Messrs. Soares &

Kowloon 
Marine Lot No. 47 was sold in December for 
$250,001, and the same firm have just concluded 
the sale of the adjoining lot, No. 48, which 
fetched $191,918.25. 


The Nagasaki Press saya that the Japanese 
Minister at Seoul has entered into negotiation 
with the Korean Government on some import- 
ant demands preferred by Japan. It is reported 
that the Japanese Government desires to have 

armission granted by the Korean authorities 
or Japanese steamers to freely engage in the

cigars. We appeal to the generosity of the 
American people for free admission for 
Philippine manufactured tobacco, a8 & natural 
consequence of American sovereignty.” 


U.S, Consul Anderson, of Hangchow, says :— 
There is practically no demand for agricultural 
implements in China up to date, and present 
indications are that it will be a long time, except 
in Manchuria and North China, before the con- 
ditions will be such that modern farm machinery 
will be useful to the Chinese with their small 
garden farms and cheap labour. Atprese.:t the 
native tools are such as have been in use for 
centuries. They are not good tools, perhaps, 
but they are made cheaply and are used by cheap 
labour, In several instances within my observa- 
tion small garden force pumps have been 
welcomed by progressive gardeners, and Iam of 
the opinion that small garden hand ploughs will 
also be well received. It is possible that cheap 
but substantial American rakes and hoes could 
be sold, It is well to bear in mind that the 
general introduction of » single one of these 
erticles in China would mean the sa‘e of an 
immense number. ‘ hinese farmers lare com- 
mencing to consider foreign ideas and methods, 
and there will soon be a breaking up of present 
methods and a turning to new tools,
